Carl Vrooman, assistant secretary 
of agriculture, in a recent statement 
called atteniic n to the fact that the 
nation Is growing a bumper croy of 
88,000,000 bushels of sweet potatoes,¡ 
and that there were storage facilities 
for but 15 per cent of the crop. This 
means that the remaining 85 per cent 
must be consumed immediately, either 


b y man or beast, or It will go to 
waste, and that at a time when the 
whole world needs to be fed. 
Mr. Vrooman suggests the erection 
of storage warehouses, especially in 
the bou;h, «s 90 per cent of sweet 
potato 
onion is credited to ter­ 
ritory lyiu^ couth of Maryland. This 
suggestion is c,jm 4bTt deserves the 
attention of hundreds of residents of 
this immediate vicinity, for it 1» a 
patent fact that never before wen* "o 
: 
many sweet potatoes grown in this 
j section. 
What are we going to do 
L with them? 
This is a question that 
but few potato growers have yet at­ 
tempted to answer. Perhaps they In­ 
tend to throw the surplus away, after ■ 
their own wants have been supplied. 
They can feed but a small portion to 
hogs, for the pensive porkor Is not 
vary much in evidence hereabouts and 
the corn yeild is also phenomenal. 
Potatoes can very easily be kept 
until the crop of the following year 
is ready to harvest if properly handled 
and properly stored. They are fragile 
and delicate, eaaly bruised in handling 
I nn^Ltí sHy chilled. 
Once 
properly 
stored Tn the right kind of a storage 
room they keep well until they are 
... .Think of the Immense amount 
of food that could thus be conserved! 
Think of the value In dollars and 
cents If the potato crop was saved for 
use during a twelve months period!
